army in a slashing counter- 
attack late Thursday after- 
noon cracked the German 
salient that had reached to 
the English Channel—and 
French soldiers poured into 
the suburbs of their first ob- 
jective, Amiens. 


PARIS — (O>)— The French armies, 


effecting what foreign military ex- 
perts called a "miracle of reorganizat- 
ion," fought Thursday with new. fury 
to reunite the northern and -central 
armies and chop off the long, sharp 
spearhead which the Germans have 
driven through northern France to 
the sea.

; Most for National;""!

; WASHINGTON—Take the military 
defense budgets of the nations of the 
world from 1933 through 1940, and add 
'em together. 


Call that the thermometer of the 


world's ills. 


Let 1933 equal normal, and let each 


.10 billions of dollars worth of arm- 
aments equal one degree of tempera- 
ture. 


On that, basis we're now running a 


rcvcr of 108.4 degrees and it's going 
up every minute. 


In .1933, the year Herr Hitler took 


the helm in Germany, the world's 
nations confessed to the public they 
were spending about four billions a 
year ($3,962,800,000, to be exact) on 
.defense. 


By 1936, the year Hitler started 


making forts out of castles on the 
Rhine, the published figures on na- 
tions' defenses totaled $12,976,000.000. 
We were close to 100 degrees. 


This year, now that Hitler has jump- 


ed the traces in all directions, the 
world fever's running riot. The total 
expenditures will be about 45 billions 
of dollars—$44,884,000,000 if you 
are 


finnicky. 


The worst part'of this little parable 


is that the budgeted cost of national 
defense—that is, the army, navy and 
Other military costs confessed on the 
ledger sheets or through telltale esti- 
mates—is a mere drop in the bucket 
to what's really being spent for the 
sole purpose of waging war, or against 
possibility of war.- 


If you count in every thing—the 


pensions, Hitler's military roads that 
also can be used for scenic highways 
when not vibrating under blitzkrieg 
armies, Great Britain's air guard, and 
a thousand and one other costs in 
war, 
excluding the highest cost of 


all—human lives—you can't find pages 
wide enough to take the figures. . 
; But you can make up a thermometer, 
and read the temperature on it. 


Europe consistently has been ac- 


counting for most of the war ex- 
penditures for many a generation. In 
1933, 
the countries of Europe were 


spending a mcce two billions and a 
half. Today's figure is well over 40 
billions of dollars, 


Germany is the biggest spender. Un- 


fortunately you can only make esti-» 
mates there, for the Nazis publish no 
budget. But economists of various na- 


more lyrical than the rest, included 
the phrase that not only in the cities 
but in the sticks Japan wears the 
pitiful air of a nation swept by the 
plague. 


I wouldn't know? Whatever 
the 


truth, Washington is finding time, be- 
tween comments on the whirling de- 
rvish ,that's sweeping over Europe,, tp 
talk about the 


tions who have observed military 
activities in Germany at first hand 
in the last year or so, and many other 
estimators, figure that at least 60 per 
cent of the national income of the 
German people is going to arm the 
country. They estimated that at $15,- 
400,000,000 a year for blitzkriegs. 


No. wonder they're making the Al- 


lies look slow and cumbersome. For 
the people in the Allied countries 
aren't spending near that much—yet. 
The "London Economist" estimates 
the British war expenditures for the 
fiscal year ending March 31,/1940, 
at $7,722,200,000, and the French mili- 
tary spending is carried on the un- 
official national budget at K'982,200,- 
000—only a little over $12,000,000,000, 
all told. And they've been spending 
at that rate since last September, 
while Germany has been spending at 
the 15 billion dollar level at least 
three years. 


Then there's that old bear, Russia. 


She confesses to the world that she's 
spending $11,400,000,000 this year, al- 
most as much as the Allies, 
' 


All of which means that war not
